Thomas J?. Richards, whose- bodies 
were found in Lake La Fourche, after 
being weighted to the bottom since 
last August, when they were kidnaped 
by a hooded mob. 


Federal operatives brought to light 


a dual personality in " charging 
the 


former mayor with heading "a band of 
mysterious night riders. As a profes- 
sional man, Dr. McKoin braved death 
and disease day and night to adminis- 
ter to the townspeople and often aided 
the negro families his alleged band 
was bent on terrorizing. 


With the arrest of McKoin, the in-

GIVES OUT STATEMENT. 


Francis H. Sisson Says the United 


States Has Ample Ground for 


Sane Optimism at Outset 


of Year. 


Fianrls It. Sisoon. licc-prcsidcnt of tho 


Guaranty Trust company of Now York city, 
htis written A statement of tho busint-M 
situation In the United States as the old 
>ear passes and 1923 dawns. 
Sisson 
s a. 
leader of tho bankmc world and his view-, 
<«e entitled to careful consideration. 


It is striking evidence of the great 


resilience of this nation that, in spite 
of the seriously adverse influences 
whi<5h persisted in 1922, tie 
closing 


months of the year disclosed a situa- 
tion in. general very materially im- 
proved, as compared with, conditions 
twelve months prior. 


Since the 
beginning of 1922 the 


general level of prices has been ad- 
vancing and the volume of industrial 
output has been increasing. There has 
been marked improvement in the iron 
and steel industry, which is now em- 
ployed at about 80 per cent of capac- 
ity. All of the textile industries are 
now very active and the automobile 
manufacturers have had a very pros- 
perous year. Unemployment thruout 
the country has ceased ter be a serious 
problem; in fact, there is a marked 
shortage of common labor. 


After a year of bountiful crops, 


improving prices, and increasing in- 
dustrial activity, the outlook for the 
future may be considered distinctly 
favorable. In any event, the definite 
basis for continued prosperity now 
exists, altho it must be admitted that 
the road ahead is by no means free 
'from obscurities and obstructions. 


A well sustained volume of foreign 


trade, for example, is an important 
element in a satisfactory 
economic 


situation in the United States, and 
there is ample cause for apprehension 
over the present financial and eco- 
nomic difficulties in Europe, for -which 
a solution is still to be found. A seri- 
oug reaction would certainly result in 
America if the great continental mar- 
kets were thrown into further dis- 
organization. 
The financial outlook is excellent 


and gives assurance- of ability to sup- 
port any sound development of busi- 
ness that may be desired. Thru the 
president's veto of the soldiers' bonus 
bill the nation has for a time being 
escaped the enormous financial burden 
which would have been imposed by 
that legislation, but the 
effort to 


secure a blanket distribution of public 
funds to the soldiers of the late war 
will undoubtedly be continued and, If 
successful, -would constitute a. serious 
check to hope for reduction of taxa 
tion and amortization of the nationa 
debt. 
A similar menace to the 
pubn< 


credit lies in the proposals to weaken 
the federal reserve board by appoint- 
ments for political or class purposes 
in its personnel and to institute spe- 
cial and- perhaps unsound extension 
of credit to selected interests in the 
community. 
The labor situation also is fraught 


with, obvious danger to the balanced 
and orderly readjustment of the eco- 
nomic structure. The restriction of 
immigration has strengthened the 
trategical position of organized labor. 
President Harding has recently 


declared that the nation is "solvent 
financially, sound economically, un- 
rivaled in-genius, unexcelled in indus- 
try resolute in determination and 
unwavering in faith." 
If the basic 


economic and financial factors can be 
wisely protected and these human 
qualities can be assured free-play, 
there need be no interruption to the 
continued progress of the United 
States towards prosperity. 
It -rould be folly, however, not to 


recognize that such protection and 
freedom can by no means be taken 
for granted, but demand an intelligent 
initiative and a sustained courage on 
the part of the leaders and majority 
of the people if they are to be as- 
sured. 
The problems 'in industry 


finance and international relations 
which confront the nation are many 
and difficult and will severely test its 


capacity to manage Its affairs with ] 
wisdom. There Is evident a tendency 
to experiment with theories of finance 
and administration which have been 
often discredited by past experience 
and unless this tendency can bo con- 
trolled, our present fortunate position 
may bo seriously compromised." 


The /avorable features in the pres- 


ent situation in the United States, 
howe\er, would seem definitely to 
outweigh the unfavorable ones, and 
there is reason to entertain a sane 
optimism in regard to the prospect 
of excellent business conditions for 
the first six months of 1923 at least, 
and if the 
possible difficulties to 


which reference has been made can 
l5e successfully overcome, the coming 
year should place the nation In a 
stronger economic and financial posi- 
tion than ever before. 
Its situation 


may be deemed favorable indeed, 
when compared with that of most 
great countries in the world today, 
where far heavier burdens exist and 
far more harassing and critical prob- 
lems now confront their peoples.

The caee against Arnold involved 


his handling of funds of the Madison 
bond company.

cently. The matter of adjudication of 
attorney 
fees is pending both in 


county and district court. The city's 
position has been that of friend to the 
widow and minor heirs of deceased. 
The council has taken the view that 
Mrs. tSephenson could not bind the 
estate thru agreement with her attor- 
neys when others than herself were 
interested in the settlement The city 
now releases the warrant because it 
can no longer aid Mrs. Stephenson by 
holding it up. 
Decision to transfer 


the amount ot settlement was reached 
after a meeting between City Attorney 
Peterson and members of the council.

Practically no 
change has been 


made in the percentage of land ajnd 
farm ownership in Nebraska during 
he past year as compared to the year 
previous, according to advance infor- 
mation on the farm statistics for 1922 
compiled by the state department of 
agriculture. Fifty-seven per cent of 
Sfebraska land is occupied by owners, 
while of the total number of farms in 
the state 40.5 per cent are occupied 
ay those who own the land. Part- own- 
ers, or those who both own and rent, 
occupy 15.2 per cent 
of all farms 


wmle purely tenants operate 44.3 per 
cent of all farms. In this latter respect 
[here has been a decrease of 1.1 per 
cent in the number of part owners 
with a corresponding increase in the 
number of tenants. 


The greatest change revealed by the 


statistical data is the tendency shown 
in regard to themanner of drawing 
farm leases. 
The 
amount of land 


rented for cash is shown to hafe de- 
creased from 34.8 per cent for 
last 


year to 30.6 per cent during the pres- 
ent year. This would go to show that 
the landlord and tenant were more 
equally sharing the risks, a condition 
which is borne out by the fact that 
the number of farms operated on a 
share basis increased from 65 2 p i 
cent in 1921 to 69.4 per cent during the 
present year. On the other hand the 
part owners have displayed a greater 
tendency to lease for cash, 22.5 per 
cent of all tracts leased by this class 
of tenants having been on a cash basis 


a» against 15.6 per cent for full ten- 
ants. 


Farm Improvements Increase. 


Despite the low price which bas ex- 


isted during the year for many farm 
products there is shown a gradual in- 
crease in the number of farm improve- 
ments during the year on Nebraska 
farms. 
Modern heating systems are 


now found on ,611 farms, an increase 
oe 2,210 since 1920 and 1,169 over last 
year. Lighting systems have thovm 
about the same ratf! of increase, num- 
bering 1,561 more than in 1921. Water 
supply systems were Installed on 1,600 
larms during the year, bringing the to- 
tal number of farms on •which this 
convenience is found up to 8,374. 


Silos have shown a steady decrease 


since 1918, falling from a otal of 5,068 
in that year to 3,530 during 1922. Evi- 
dently more farm labor is being 
turned over each year to the gas en- 
gine, for these are more numerous by 
300 since last year.. The use of trac- 
tors has also shown a steady increase, 
indicating that farmers are substitut- 
ing them for horses to a greater ex- 
tent each year. This year's statistics 
show 10,866 tractors on Nebraska 
farms, an increase from 10,628 in 1921 
and but 4,746 in 1918. Automobiles 
and trucks increased about 1,500 each 
during the year.

PERFECTLY normal nose should have exactly 
the amount of secretion necessary for its lubri- 


cation1 and no more. ' To require the use of a 


handkerchief, or at least the frequent use of the hand- 
kerchief, is an evidence of abnormality. 


The amount of the^ nasal secretion should be like 


the salivary secretion—there should be just enough to 
fulfil its function. The necessity to expectorate fre- 
quently is proof of disease. No absolutely healthy per- 
son has any excess of secretion. 


Likewise, your nose should be free and clear at all 


times. Nasal breathing ought to be possible raider all 
circumstances.

blocked. On examination, it will be 


observed that the nasal passage is filled 
with a translucent, pearly, round and 
smooth mass. 
This Indicates nasal 


polypus. 


Sometimes, when the trouble occurs In 


early life, the contour of the face may 
be changed, giving a peculiar flat or 
frog-faced 
appearance. 
Fortunately, 


nasal polypus, rarely appears in children. 
It is more common in adults, and par- 
ticularly in men who work in dust and 
dirt. 
In many cases there are many growths. 


Instead of a single polypus, there may 
be a mass, van ing: »n size from a kernel 
of corn, to an English walnut. I have 
seen many a polypus the size of a. small 
oyster, and not unlike an oyster in ap- 
pearance. 


It >s not sufficient to snare off this 


surplus tissue. It is essential to treat 
the underlying difficulty. Otherwise the 


Polypus quickly reforms, and 'In a few 
\\eeks after its removal there is found 
a mass as big as Cefore. * 
' 


The presence of nasal polypus Indi- 


cates, In most Instances, disease of one 
or more of the cavities opening Into the 
nose and known as Uie nasal sinuses. 


The condition Is not serious, but It Ii 


disagreeable, and demands 
attention 


from a specialist in nose diseases.

realize how important it is to keep the 
nose of her^child clean. The child must 
lave bis own fresh and*" clean handkefs 
chief, and be taught how to use it.

To get down to fundanientals then: 
If you have, a stretch of space be- 


tween your masts seventy-five feet or 
more, the single wire aerial will be all 
that you require. If yon have between 
fifty and seventy-five feet, you should 
use-a two-wire aerial. and*-if you have 
ess than fifty feet, you should have 
our or six wires. 
Even the single-wire aerial should 


be so erected that you can take it 
down at any time. For this purpose 
the first thing to do is to lash a pulley 
to the top of each of your masts. 


You should then run a rope thru the 


pulley and by means of this rope you 
can pull your aerial up or let it down. 
This rope can be ordinary clothes line, 
tho it is wise to spend a little extra 
money and get jthe more durable win- 
dow-sash cord. 
We will assume that you are going 


to take your lead in Iron, the near end 
of yonr aeriaL Therefore, .we will be- 
gin by describing the arrangement at 
the far end. 
Pass the rope thru the pulley aad 


tie an aerial Insulator to the rope, 
making the end of your aerial wire 
last thru the other hole In your insu- 


pass the end of your aerial wire thru 
the -other hole in this insulator and 
twist it around ltse?f in the form of a 
knot, leaving a long free end of the 
wire to act as a lead in. 
This done, you hoist your aerial by 


means of vour ropes, tieing the rope 
fast at one end but attaching at the 
other end a weight heavy enough to 
keep the aerial wire taut. This weight 
can be a brick or a heavy stone or 
anything of that kind. The object is 
to allow a certain amount of play 
when A wind Is blowing or when a coat 
of sleet forms on the wire in the win- 
ter time. 
This method permits the 


rope at one end to slide up. and down 
thru the pulley and protects the wire 
against so much strain that It would 
break. 
Another insulator 
should be ar- 


ranged just outside your window to 
which you can tie your lead in wire to 
keep it as taut as possible, and from 
this" last insulatoi-to your set the wire 
can be loose.

Industrial Cooperation. 


A friendly sympathetic relation be- 


tween employers and employes is an 
asset and not a gratuity. It is an as- 
set to both parties—to the employe it 
brings the largest yearly income and 
the most regular employment. 
To 


the employer it brings a surer if not a 
larger profit—it brings a feeling of 
safety as to investment, and to both 
sides a feeling of satisfaction. 


The first resolution passed by the 


Cleveland convention of the American 
mining congress is designed to de- 
velop these conditions wherever and 
whenever the human factors involved 
can be brought to act together to the 
common end. 


A hasty conclusion might easily be 


reached that the first resolution of the 
Cleveland convention favoring a wide- 
spread movement loking toward indus- 
trial co-operation and its last resolu- 
tion declaring for the judicial deter- 
mination of industrial disputes are -in- 
consistent with each other. 


Jso conclusion could be further from 


the truth. The more complete the co- 
operation between employers and em- 
ployes the more persistent "are the er- 
forts of the radicals to discredit and 
destroy the happy condition which 
prevails. 
The radicals ol organized labor have 


prevented the fruition of many efforts 
in this direction and frequently have 
turned the good intentions of the em- 
ployer who has faithfully and earn- 
estly tried to establish better relations 
into an attitude of animosity because 
his best efforts have been nullified 


Ms best intentions misreprc- 


ipeated effort.? upon lx>lh 
lisgh the ^sample of suc- 


cessful industrial co-operation, to con- 
tinuously point out the advantage ot 
harmonious relations both from the 
standpoints of humanism and profit 
will be the aim of the committee on in- 
dustrial co-operation. 


If, however, all of these efforts have 


proved futile—if the urge of hate and 
ignorant selfishness have brought the 
contending factions to a stage of .civil 
war, 
then it is that the provisions of 


the final resolution of the Cleveland 
convention shall be brought into ac- 
tion to secure the constitutional rights 
of the individual to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 


It might as wen bf- said that be- 


cause jaite and prisons are necessary 
in the final treatment of criminals 
that the building and support of 
schools and, churches should be aban- 
doned. 
The school and the church, like the 


movement for industrial co-operation, 
are the means by which humanity is 
brought by education and religious in- 
fluence to serve the higher impulse 
of humanity. When these have en- 
tirely failed, the prison is a part of 
necessary discipline and public pro- 
tection. When industrial co-operation 
fails, disputes affecting the 
public 


peace, welfare tand morals 'should be 
made subject to judicial determica 
>tion- 
There is no conflict between these 


resolutions—the one is the comple- 
ment of the other in the great realm 
of justice, sympathy and industrial 
prosperity.—Mining Congress Journal.
